Some time after that Oppenheimer 
murdered a guard named McDonald 
at the prison. As a punishment he 
was placed in solitary confinement, 
but obtaining a file and cutting his 
way out he made 
a murderous 
as­ 
sault on a fellow' convict named John 
Wilson with a butcher knife. In 1901 
the state legislature of California had 
passed a law imposing death punish­ 
ment upon any prisoner who should 
make an assault upon a prison offi­ 
cial or a fellow prisoner. Under the 
law Oppenheimer was tried in Octo­ 
ber, 1907, for his attac k upon Wilson, 
who had died from the effects of the 
stab wounds. Oppenheimer w’as found 
guilty and was sentenced to death. 
The execution was set for 
June 
6, 
1908, but Oppenheimer. through his 
counsel appealed and fought his case 
through several courts' and finally the 
supreme Court of *the United M ates. 
Every court decided against him and 
the U. S. Supreme court upheld the 
validity of the California law'. Oppen­ 
heimer made another attempt to save 
his life by obtaining a writ of ha­ 
beas corpus and bringing his case be­ 
fore the United States District Court 
upon the plea that the statute un­ 
der which 
Oppenheimer 
had 
been 
sentenced to death is retroactive and 
contra verts section IO of the Consti- 
utio nof the United States, which for 
bids the passage of Cx post facto crim 
inal laws. This case also was dis­ 
missed and with that alf Resources of 
the law were exhausted. 
While awaiting the decision of the 
courts in his efforts to save himself 
from the gallows, Oppenheimer w'as 
kept in strict confinement at rhe J e t ­ 
som prison. There he continued his 
crfminal career with unequaled cun­ 
ning and ferocity. In company with 
two other prisoners, J. W. Finley iud 
Francisco 
Quijada, 
O ppenheim ^ 
made an attempt to break out of the 
prison at midnight 
on 
January 
6 
1910, by sawing the bars of their cell 
They would have succeeded had not 
Night 
Captain 
Quigmire 
detected 
them sneaking along a corridor. He 
called several of the guards and sub­ 
dued the prisoners. 
Quijada, a half-breed Yaqui Indian 
had attacked some 
of 
the 
prison 
guards several years before and had 
also been sentenced to death under 
the law of 1901. He also appealed to 
the courts and his case was pending 
at the time when Oppenheimer began 
his fight for his life. There was con­ 
siderable ill feeling between the two 
prisoners from the very beginning 
and their mutual hatred increased in 
the course of time. The climax came 
in September of 1911, when one m orn­ 
ing Quijade challenged Oppenheimer 
to a combat for life, while the pris­ 
oners were permitted to exercise in 
the corridor of the 
prison. 
Oppen­ 
heimer who had 
secretly 
prepared 
himself for such an emergency, flung 
himself upon the Indian and stabbed 
him to death with a sharp piece of 
steel which he bad picked up in the 
prison yard several months before 
and which he had secreted 
in 
his 
mattress ever since. 
Although there was never a lack of 
‘bad men” in the prison, Oppenheim­ 
er was always considered 
the 
most 
dangerous of the prisoners. He was 
greatly feared not only by his fellow 
prisoners but also 
by 
the 
prison 
guards and officials and for several 
years it wras considered necessary to 
have him watched and guarded by tw'o 
guards armed with loaded rifles. Op7 
penheimer was the most sullen and 
refractory prisoner in the penitentiary 
and on many occasions 
it 
became 
necessary to discipline and severely 
punish him.

It is notorious that cotton has been 
the most slovenly handled of ail of 
the agricultural products of the Unit­ 
ed States. The farm ers often leave it 
exposed to be damaged by rain and 
infiltrated by mud. Even when offer­ 
ed for shipment it is sometimes in 
this condition. All too frequently it is 
loosely baled and inadequately mark­ 
ed. It has been said That upon receipt 
at foreign ports bales of cotton look 
more like rag-bags. For many years 
the railways have sought to have the 
cotton shippers exercise greater care 
but the railways in this country have 
no such autocratic power as those of 1 
Germany, where no shipment is ac- 
c e p ed unless it I.-? p a c k e d a n d mark­ 
ed in accordance with rigid specifica­ 
tions. Government experts have esti­ 
mated that r»f the cotton crcop of the 
United States there is between the 
g;;i and the skinner a waftage and 
damage amouli ing to $50,000,000 per 
an a utn.

by lack of pasturage after the grass 
hoppers passed. Government, state and 
railroad experts have combined forces 
in New Mexico to fight the grass hop­ 
pers by using poison.
